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The Annual Meeting in Retrospect 


From the point of view of attendance, 
enthusiasm, interest and harmony, the 
eighteenth annual meeting held at Wash- 
ington, May 4 to 6, was one of the most 
successful, if not the most successful, 


, ever held by the National Tuberculosis 


Association. Over 700 people outside of 
the District of Columbia were in atten- 
dance and every session was crowded. 

If one were to select a keynote of the 
meeting, optimism as to the future of 
the tuberculosis movement might well 
be designated as such. Secretary of 
State, Charles E. Hughes, in addressing 
the opening session, said, “I do not sup- 
pose that there is any field of human 
effort that has such promise as well as 
such possibilities as the field of effort 
that relates to the conservation of pub- 
lic health.” Dr. Victor C. Vaughan and 
Dr. Livingston Farrand both gave as 
their conservative judgment that the 
general death rate which already is down 
to thirteen can practically be halved and 
reduced to at least seven or lower. 
These statements together with the op- 
timistic report of Dr. Hatfield that the 
death rate for 1921 indicated a cut of 
fifty per cent from that of 1904 when 
the National Association was organized, 
made everyone at the meeting feel that 
he or she was in a winning fight. 

As to the program itself, the emphasis 
was largely upon the child as a factor 
in the tuberculosis program. In the 
sociological, clinical and nursing sec- 
tions the child was emphasized. Indus- 
try in relation to tuberculosis also came 
in for a good deal of discussion, and 
public health coordination was a third 
topic that was strongly stressed. 

The country itself was well repre- 
sented at the meeting, every state except 
Arizona, Mississippi and South Dakota 
having one or more persons registered. 
In addition several foreign countries 
were represented. The Modern Health 
Crusade luncheon, at which the ambas- 
sadors from France, China and Czecho- 
slovakia spoke, gave a further interna- 
tional touch to the meeting.

A New $10,000,000 Demonstration 


A substantial part of the income from 
$10,000,000 for the next few years has 
been set aside by the Milbank Fund of 
New York to demonstrate in several 
New York state districts how tubercu- 
losis can be controlled in American 
communities. Announcement of this 
fact was made by John A. Kingsbury, 
Secretary of the Fund, at the eighteenth 
annual meeting of the National Tu- 
Association in Washington, 


ay 4. 

The Milbank Fund was established by 
Mrs. Elizabeth Milbank Anderson of 
New York City. The President of the 
Board of Trustees is Edward W. Shel- 
don, President of the United States 
Trust Company, New York, and the 
Treasurer is Albert G. Milbank of the 
firm of Masten & Nichols. The other 
trustees are Senator Elihu Root; Hon.

The demonstrations to be conducted 
would be in the nature of a memorial 
to Mrs. Anderson. The Milbank Fund 
proposes to initiate a series of not more 
than three demonstrations in New York 
state cities and counties which will as- 
sist in their operation and _ support. 
These demonstrations will be based 
upon the successful experience of the 
Framingham Health and Tuberculosis 
Demonstration conducted for the last 
five years by the National Tuberculosis 
Association and the Home Hospital ex- 
periment conducted by the New York 
Association for Improving the Condi- 
tion of the Poor. The prpose of the 
demonstrations is to determine whether 
any American community, with proper 
organization and at reasonable expense, 
can reduce its tuberculosis death rate, 
as has been done in Framingham, to a 
nominal minimum, and to ascertain the 
proper organization and the per-capita 
costs of such undertakings applied to 
large cities and rural counties. 


The Milbank Fund proposes to work 
through the national, state and local tu- 
berculosis health authorities and agen- 
cies in developing its demonstrations 
and will not itself establish an operat- 
ing board. In New York State any com- 
munity will be eligible for consideration, 
but only those whose health agencies, 
public and private, are willing to com- 
bine in assuring the greatest possible 
assistance will be selected for the dem- 
onstrations. A fund of between $390,- 
000 and $400,000 annually for the next 
five years will be available for purposes 
of the demonstration. 

The Milbank Fund has reached the 
decision to undertake this work and 
has developed its plans in consultation 
with a group of the most prominent ex- 
perts in public health and social work, 
including the following:

Hatfield have concluded that they have 
not the right to insist upon the per- 
sonal sacrifices which a further reten- 
tion of this office would impose upon 


him, 

Be It Therefore Resolved, that the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association assem- 
bled in its Eighteenth Annual Meeting, 
express to Dr. Hatfield the utmost re- 
gret that he has relinquished his lead- 
ership, and extends its grateful appre- 
ciation of the wisdom, patience and un- 
tiring energy that has characterized his 
direction of the activities throughout 
these years manifested by the unprece- 
dented development of the fruitful work 
of this Association due chiefly to his ef- 
forts and to those of his predecessor, 
Dr. Livingston Farrand. 

The splendid record of Dr. Hatfield 
is ample evidence that his heart and 
mind will continue in the great work in 
which ‘we are engaged, and the Associa- 
tion cherishes the hope that he may re- 
ceive his greatest reward in health, hap- 
piness and, with the oncoming years, the 
full realization of dutigs faithfully per- 
formed. 


Training of Medical Officers of Vet- 
erans’ Bureau

Nurses’ 7 Course for Veterans’

Whereas, it has been found difficult 
to secure for service in hospitals caring 
for veterans suffering; with tuberculosis 
a sufficient number of nurses qualified 
to serve in these hospitals, and 

Whereas, the schoo! conducted by the 
Public Health Service at Hospital No.60, 
Oteen, North Carolina, from Septem- 
ber 1 to 30, 1921, for nurses serving in 
Public Health Service hospitals has 
proven of great value, and . 

Whereas, advantage can be taken of 
the presence of qualified physcians to 
give the lectures and of all the facili- 
ties that are in existence at Hospital 
No. 60, Oteen, North Carolina, 

Be It Resolved, that it is the sense of 
this meeting that the course should be 
conducted under the auspices of the 
Veterans’ Bureau June 1 to 30, 1922, as 
proposed by the Public Health Service, 
and that these resolutions be forwarded 
to the Director of the U. S. Veterans’ 
Bureau for his consideration. 


Federal Hospital Program 


Whereas, one of the results of the 
recent war has been the necessity that 
the United States government provides 
hospital care for a very large number 
of ex-service men suffering, not only 
from injuries, but from a number of 
chronic diseases, including tuberculosis,

A new motion picture entitled “The 
Kid Comes Through” has been produced 
for the New York Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation.

The “Kid” is just an average young- 
ster with aversion to personal cleanli- 
ness in preference for “coffe'n’ sinkers.” 
He sleeps with his windows closed, 
learns to smoke cigarettes, and in other 
ways tries to emulate Billy, the leader 
of the gas-house gang. The climax 
comes when the “Kid’s” sister, a strong 
follower of the rules of health, beats up 
the young gangster for trying to induce 
her brother to steal. Whereupon the 
Kid joins the scout troup, gets in physi- 
cal condition and himself wins a clean 
victory over Billy. 

The story is completely free from 
preachment and makes its appeal wholly 
through child standards and health mo- 
tives. The film may be rented or pur- 
chased from the National Tuberculosis 
Association.

Crusade Procedure and Supplies for 1922-23 


A number of important improvements 
will be found in the Crusade material 
for 1922-23. Changes are not, however, 
of a nature to render useless the 1921- 
22 material left in the hands of associa- 
tions and schools at the end of the pres- 
ent school year. 

A series of graded chores covering a 
four-year period from the third grade 
through the sixth has been drawn up to 
meet a need only partially met by the 
primary, standard and senior chore rec- 
ords hitherto used. For schools desiring 
only one set of chores, however, Form B 
of the sefies, designed for the fourth 
grade, will be supplied as the successor 
to the present standard edition. 

In working out the gradation of the 
chores, general principles of pedagogy 
have been kept in mind. While the repe- 
tition for habit formation has been rec- 
ognized, the chores are made progres- 
sive by variation and amplification. For 
example, chore 1, through the series is 
as follows: 

Form A—(Grade 3) I washed my 
hands before each meal to-day. 

Form B—(Grade 4) I washed my 
hands before each meal. I cleaned my 
fingernails. 

Form C—(Grade 5) Besides my 
hands, I washed my face, ears and neck. 
I combed or brushed my hair to-day. 

Form D—(Grade 6) I gave careful 
attention to personal cleanliness and 
neatness of appearance to-day. I tried 
to keep my surroundings sightly and 
sanitary. 

Chore 4 includes the following: 

Form A—I carried a clean handker- 
chief, 

Form B—I tried to avoid accidents to 
others and myself. I looked both ways 
when crossing the street (road). 

Form C—I was careful to keep myself 
and my desk neat, and helped keep the 
whole school and grounds in order. 

Form D—TI was careful to do nothing 
to hurt the health of anyone else. I 
ge fair. I did willingly at least one 

ind act for another person. ; 


- Crusade Procedure 


Under Crusade procedure for 1922-23 
the period for the performance of chores 
is recommended for 24 weeks in a year, 
but it is left somewhat to the discretion 
of schools, provided that in no case it 
be less than 12 weeks (for short-term 
rural schools). The period for the 
tournaments and cup contests will con- 
tinue to be 15 weeks. 

Crusade coufses throughout all ele- 
mentary grades are recommended. As 
explained in the new manual, children in 
the kindergarten and first two grades 


should be introduced to health-chore 
work by elementary records made by 
themselves as projects. Pupils above the 
sixth grade should carry out the Round 
Table program and take part in com- 
munity sanitation campaigns. A defi- 
nite four-year course with the printed 
chore records should be set for grades 
3 to 6. On completion of the fourth 
year’s work the pupil is to receive the 
title of achievement, knight banneret 
constant. It is recommended that the 
title of squire be awarded at the end of 
the first year and the title of knight and 
knight banneret at the end of the second 
and third years respectively. If a school 
is not in a position to adopt a course 
for more than one year it may adjust 
the award of titles in accordance with 
its needs. 

Insignia may or may not be awarded 
according to the desire of the various 
schools, but badges for all titles will 
be issued by the National Associatien. 


Certificate of Squire 


On the new certificate of squire, the 
old “Health Rules” have been trans- 
formed into the “Crusaders’ Code.” 
“Health Scores” take the place of the 
“Monthly Weight Record.” In addition 
to the scoring spaces for weight and 
height, there are also spaces for by 
centage or other school mark earned by 
health chores, mark for physiology or 
hygiene, mark or rating for posture and 
for checking of physical and dental ex- 
aminations. A new feature of the cer- 
tificate is that the part having the “cru- 
saders’ code,” the “health scores” and 
the “weight tables” can be cut off and 
given to the pupil as soon as he is en- 
rolled as a Crusader; the remaining part, 
which contains the certification of squire, 
can be retained until title has been 
earned. The new certificate is printed 
in dark brown and red on buff-colored 
stock and is very attractive. 


Roll of Health Knighthood 


The. chart “Roll of Health Knight- 
hood” has been revised. By stars and 
credit marks the child’s progress in 
knighthood, through performance of 
chores, may be indicated throughout 
the year’s course. An innovation is a 
column for posting credits to children 
taking physical examinations. Columns 
for pupils’ weight records from month 
to month are provided, as are also stand- 
ard weight tables. 


Chore Records 


The chore records are to be published 
in two editions, each of which will be 


provided in Forms A, B, C and D. The 
first edition is a ten-page folder of fairly 
heavy stock printed in two colors. Scor- 
ing space for 24 weeks is provided in 
each form. This folder carries the 
weight tables and “crusaders’ code” 
printed on the squire’s certificate and 
also the following “Crusaders’ Creed”: 
“TI believe in my country, and in the 
good citizenship of its people, 
I believe that to support my country 
I must have Health, Strength and 
Honor. 


I love my country’s Flag. To me its 
bright red stands for bright red blood, 
which means ene and power, cheer- 
fulness and hope, human kindness and 
the joy of living. Its pure white stands 
for clean bodies which house clean 
minds. Its blue stands for the clear 
sky, the sunshine, fresh air, play and 
exercise.” 

The second edition is an inexpensive 
two-page chore record of the same gen- 
eral style as in 1921-2. It has scoring 
spaces for six weeks instead of five. 

In this chore record short notes are 
printed in lieu of the “crusaders’ code” 
and specific instructions are given for 
children and parents. 

The “Brief Explanation for Teachers” 
has been rewritten. It includes a table 
of weekly credits, with which the teacher 
may easily compute a pupils’ credits for 
performance of chores. 

The nutrition editon of the Crusade 
chore record is now ready for distribu- 
tion. The feature of the nutrition chore 
record is the provision for the charting 
of the child’s weight line. A circular 
of instructions for teachers also is in- 
cluded in the nutrition material.
